One of the largest hard- 
core gigs in history (nearly 3tO00 peo- 
lo) it was naturally a bouncer bloodbath 
but also a large accomplishment for the 
BYO. Besides, we sold a lot of sags. 

Since then, the BYO have used their 
funds wisely and have established them- 
selves as important figures in the LA 
hardcore scono* The three kingpins, 
Sean, Mark and Adam, (who also sake up 
the band Youth Brigade) have, with their
